Vinnie Jones and Erie Cantona have done it, as 
too did Bobby Moore, Ossie Ardiles, John Wark 
and Russell Osman, amongst others, in the clas- 
sic football movie, “Escapeto Victory.” We even 
saw Alan Shearer, David Beckham and Sven 
Goran Erikson give it a go in the film “Goal!” 
earlier this year. 

With well over 50 production credits under his belt, 
former Victorian footballer Costas Mandylor, can 
also stake claim to swapping the floodlights of a 
football field to the bright lights of Hollywood. In 
the days when summers were never ending and ci- 
cadas deafening, Costas’ passion for the round ball 
game grew from “kicking it around” with his broth- 
er Louis in the streets and parks of Elwood. Under 
the guidance of the legendary Paddy Bannon the 
boys graduated from playing park football to win- 
ning a State League Championship medal with their 
local club at the time, Melbourne-Hungaria, Strong 
performances throughout the season culminated in 
a move to the ambitious Green Gully Cavaliers. 
Mandylor capped off a memorable debut season, 
by scoring in the 1986 Dockerty Cup Final to help 
Gully beat Preston 2-1, after Gary Cole had put the 
Lions ahead. 

Potential moves to South Melbourne and Greek gi- 
ants Panathinaikos were also serious possibilities 
until shin splints prematurely ended a promising 
football career, As one door closes, another one 
opens, as they say and after making his way to the 
United States to visit a friend, Costas signed up for 
some acting classes and was “spotted” by a local 
agent. Mandylor’s career break came when he was 
cast in his first film Triumph of the Spirit with Wil- 
lem DaFoe and the rest is history. He’s worked for 
Director Oliver Stone in The Doors and was also 
cast alongside Christian Slater, Chris Penn and An- 
thony Quinn as Frank Costello in the feature film 
Mobsters. Mandylor also starred in the CBS TV se- 
ties Picket Fences. It won fourteen Emmy Awards 
(including “Best Dramatic Series” twice) and one 
Golden Globe in its four-year run from 1992-96. 
A substantial following for the show still persists 
today, and it’s popular as reruns in western Europe, 
especially in France, Germany, and Denmark. In 
Australia recently for the first time in over a de- 
cade, Goal! Weekly caught up with Costas to find 
‘out what he’s up to these days. 


How long has it been since you were back in Aus- 
tralia? 

It’s been ten years since I've been back home in 
Melbourne, It is one of the premier cities of the 
world and coming back has been a fulfilling expe- 
rience for certain reasons. Being with the family, 
catching up with soccer players I used to play with, 
school friends, and seeing all the crazy people that I 
know in Melbourne. 


What actually brought you back, was it work, 
pleasure...? 

I’ve always wanted to come back, but I had to wait 
for the right time. In this particular case it was to 
shoot a movie called “Torn”. I landed at 5.30 in the 
morning and we just had to go for it. The movie 
experience was wonderful and in many cases it

Was tough job because it was 
done on a small budget, but 
we made it with some good 
people who are hungry. The 
head of Instinct Entertain- 
ment, Dean Murphy, brought 
me out and the main reason I 
came back was to do the film 
but also it was very pleasing 
see everybody else. I was ina 
bit of shock to be back where 
I had grown up after such 
long time, but I really enjoyed 
hanging out with the people I 
loye and who have showed 
me so much respect, that Pll 
never forget. 


Who else is in the movie? 

The main guy was Damian 
Richardson, who is one of 
Australia’s great up and com- 
ing character actors and it 
should be ready for release in 
about three or four months. 


What's the flick actually 
about? 

Generally it’s about two guys 
whose lives collide. It be- 
comes a struggle whereby one 
man makes another man’s life 
amisery by trying to empow- 
er himself through the tortur- 
ing of the other guy. _ 


Any other movies our read- 
ers should look out for? 
There’s one in particular 
called “Beowolf”. It’s a very 
ancient story about Vikings 
and it’s directed by Robert 
Zameckis, whose previous 
works include “Forrest Gump” 
and “Back to the Future”. I was fortunate enough to 
work with Anthony Hopkins, Angelina Jolie, Rob- 
ert Malkovich, Brendan Gleeson and Robin Wright. 
I got to work with these guys for ten weeks and 
should be out at the end of the year. The other one to 
look out for is a football movie soon to be released 
called “Game of their Lives”, which is about the 
American team which shocked the world to beat an 
England team that included Stanley Matthews, 1-0 
at the 1950 World Cup. 


Are you still playing football now? 

Iplay for a team called Hollywood United. Antho- 
ny La Paglia is our goalkeeper, Vinnie Jones plays 
for us when he’s in town and we're coached by the 
former French international and Chelsea player 
Frank Lebouff. It’s a really good team and we've 
gone about 45 games undefeated. We've got a good 
bunch of players that come and go, and it’s really 


enjoyable. 


Are you still enjoying life in America after all 
this time? 

America has been good to me, but after being in 
‘Melbourne for this trip it feels like there will al- 
ways be something that will be missing because I 
can’t always be here. When I come back next time 
We're going to organize a big charity game with all 
the old players like Alan Davidson, Eddie Krncevic 
and Theo Selemidis, to do something for the kids. 


Do you follow the American league much? 

T've been gone so much I haven’t seen much of it 
lately, but it’s getting stronger all the time. The kids 
are into it and there's a lot of money over there to 
back it up. I'm sort of connected with the LA Gal- 
axy and we actually played a practice game against 
them. It was 1-1 at half-time before they made loads 
of changes and we lost 5-1. 


‘What were your thoughts on the World Cup? 
Some of the Africans played good soccer, but 
weren't quite there. The Aussies were magnificent, 
but were ripped off! I was so upset because we 
didn’t deserve to go out the way it all happened. I 
think Zidane is a hero and should have headbutted 
Materazzi in the face instead of his chest. With the 
exception of Cannavaro I wasn’t a big fan of the 
way Italy went about its business. I didn’t see great- 
ness in this World Cup instead there was too much

I love how they game has developed there and my 
greatest eWer memories are as a kid, as a teenager 
and as a grown man playing soccer back in Mel- 
bourne. It’s hard to supersede the euphoria of play- 
ing soccer, -

Believe in your dreams, don’t avoid your parents’ 
advice and don’t follow anybody, do what you want 
todo, Ifyou make any bad decisions, be responsible 
for it: Life will take us through many different turns 
and don’t let anyone else determine your dream 
Make the most of your opportunities and go for it.

MINOR CHAMPS LOOK TO DOUBLE CHANCE 


Altona Magic confirmed their status as a serious 
title contender with a convincing 2-0 victory over 
minor premiers Oakleigh Cannons, on Sunday eve- 
ning at Bob Jane Stadium. 

First half goals to skipper Stiven Mrkela and Sash Bec- 
vinovski gave the Magic a deserved victory. 

Asudden downpour greeted the players as they walked 
out onto Bob Jane ensuring a wet fast surface for the 
qualifying final 

Injury and suspension to key Cannons defenders Felix 
Rosman and Anton Kovacie respectively, forced Can- 
ons coach Stuart Munro to reshufile his defense pull- 
ing midfielder Scott Webster into a central defensive 
position and Raj Kumar into the left back position. The 
‘Magic began with their preferred 3-4-3 formation. 
Kumar's errant back pass in the 12th minute gifted 
Magic striker Sash Becvinovski with an early chance 
but the normally deadly marksman fired wide of the 
target, under pressure from the Cannons’ defence. Pece 
Cergovski’s cross from the left lank gave Becvinoyski 
his next shot on goal when his first time volley from 
15 metres forced a diving Stuart Webster to save at his 
near post. 

A torrential downpour in the 27 th minute threatened to 
upstage the football on the park. 

Becyinovski’s strength and balance in the trying condi- 
tions allowed him to get goal-side of Cannons defender 


Adam Ewing but the striker again fired wide of the post 
with just the keeper to beat. 

Whilst Magic were fashioning some good openings, 
they were restricting the Cannons to inneffective long 
distance strikes. George Goutzioulis, Anthony Pelikan 
and Con Boutsianis each hid a go from distance but 
failed to trouble the keeper. 

‘The Magic’s opener came from a 20 metre free kick 
in the 38th minute, Magic striker Alfonso Opazo went 
down under a Sam Poutakidis challenge on the edge of 
the box. Skipper Stiven Mrkela stepped up and his low 
drive found the back of the net. 
The best was yet to come for the Magic, in injury time 
of the first half, when a rapid interchange of passes in 
midfield tore open the Oakleigh defense to put Cer- 
govski in behind the Cannons back four. The Magic 
midfielder drove into the box and his low left foot 
strike appeared to stray wide of the mark, but found 
Becvinovki in the six yard box, on the blind side of his 
defender, to hammer home Altona’s second. 

‘The Cannons sprung to life in the 55th minute when 
Con Boutsianis’s shot forced a diving save from Magic 
keeper Bojo Jevdevic. However, they lacked their usu- 
al width and penetration down the flanks as Magic’s at- 
tacking formation forced the Cannons fullbacks deep. 

A swift Magic counterattack caught the Cannons short 
of defensive cover and Becvinovski found himself with

another excellent chance from inside the box, which he 
again sprayed wide. 

Becvinovski came off to a rousing reception from the 
Magic fans in the 70th minute when Stanko Zilic re- 
placed him. Zilic was soon in the play when his cross- 
come-shot flew narrowly over the crossbar. 

Cannons’ midfielder George Goutzioulis drew the 
wrath of the Magic fans and the red card from tic" 
referees’ shirt for a second bookable offense, which 
leaves his coach with another suspension headache for 
next week’s match. 

Substitute Veresa Toma offered some hope in attack for 
the Cannons and his effort in the 88th minute whizzed 
past Jevdevic’s far post. 

Magic can now look forward to a Major semi final 
against South Melboume, knowing they have eared 
the luxury of a double chance, whilst the Cannons 
must front up in the’sudden death minor semi to face 
a Heidelberg team, that has already beaten them this 
year.

League giants South Melbourne have pro- 
gressed to the Major Semi-Final of the Vo- 
dafone Cup, eliminating Green Gully in the 
process, after the side eased past the reigning 
champions 3-0 at Bob Jane Stadium on Friday 
night, 

The victory was ensured in an emphatic final ten 
minutes, as the lakeside based club slotted three 
past an: out of sorts Gully unit that struggled to 
contain the irrepressible Femando. 

South’s resident Brazilian opened the scoring: 
for the home side in the 82nd minute with a bril~ 
liantly taken free-kick, before George Tzirtis and 
Andreas Oliviera sealed the win in front of an im- 
pressive home crowd of 2058. 

Former Perth SC attacker Antonio Nagleiri blast- 
ed high of Pasi Schwalger’s inside five minutes, 
as South attempted to exploit Green Gully’s mam- 
moth back-four in the game’s early stages. 

But in the seventh minute, Joel Nikolic spurned 
a chance to give Gully the surprise early lead, 
shooting high from inside the 18-yard box, after 
wily midfielder Brandon Vassallo sent the attack- 
er through on goal with a brilliantly weighted ball 
which caught the South defence off guard. 

With South pushing forward in waves early in the 
half, a floating cross from former Melbourne Vic- 
tory player Ramazan Taysancioglu, almost sent 
his side into the lead, his cross dipping wickedly 
towards goal before drifting just wide. 

Brazilian star Fernando was instrumental through 
the midfield for his side, and after 15 minutes, he 
found himself in space in the area, but was only 
able to shoot into Schwalger.

A Danny Allsopp brace has inspired Melbourne Vic- 
tory oan astounding 3-2 win over arch-rival Sydney 
FC in front of an A-League record crowd of 39,730 at 
the Telstra Dome. 

Before the crowd had an opportunity to settle in their 
respective viewing positions, Allsopp stunned the team 
from the harbour city in the eighth minute, pouncing 
ona loose ball in the area, Kevin Muscat soon doubled 
Melbourne’s advantage two minutes later from the pen- 
alty spot, after Alessandro was felled for the second con- 
secutive week in the area. 

Tain Fyfe secured an equaliser midway through the first 
half for Sydney, before Allsopp again found the back of 
the net, lobbing an oncoming Clint Bolton. In a brilliant 
performance off the bench, David Camey was able to 
temporarily revive hopes of snatching an unlikely draw 
with his late goal, but his efforts would prove futile. 
However, the spectacle was almost overshadowed by 
three controversial incidents which are likely to draw 
further scrutiny, 

‘The last of which in particular, a clash between Fred and 
Mark Milligan, where the Brazilian elbowed the Soc- 
ceroo when the pair were chasing down a loose ball is 
sure to incur the full wrath of the federation, 

Sydney head coach Terry Butcher was ropeable in re- 
gards to the situation, claiming the incident bordered on 
assault, 

“[ think if the police were watching tonight there may 
be one or two cases for assault, having been convicted 
myself on a football ficld many years ago” he said, 

“It was a stiff arm to the throat, We saw it very clearly, 
the officials didn’t, Had they seen then they probably 
would have taken action, but they didn’t. It was a case 
where he could have swallowed his tongue and we were 
very worried about him.” 

“P'll say it again, if the police were watching that game, 
I think they would have taken action. Had that happened 
on the street, | think police action would have been 
taken,” 

Sydney's loss inflicted further anguish to the league 
champions, who had lost their iconic marquee star 
Dwight Yorke to Sunderland during the week in a dead- 
line day transfer 

With the physically imposing stadium packed to the 
rafters in scenes which had never been replicated previ- 
ously in the Australian domestic football scene, it was 
the home side that commenced the stronger in the end- 
to-end battle. 

And it only took eight minutes before the bubbling caul- 
dron that is the Telstra Dome, erupted as the much-ma- 
ligned Allsopp opened the scoring for the Victory with a 
typical poacher’s goal: 

After a cross from Grant Brebner was helped on by Mus- 
cat, the opportunistic former Manchester City front man 
capitalised on the goal mouth scramble that ensured, 
tapping the ball into Bolton’s goal. 

In the midst of the pandemonium surrounding the goal, 
Adrian Leijer felled Robbie Middicby when standing 
his ground, and the midfielder had to be immediately 
substituted, ae 

Butcher later confirmed that Middleby had sustained an 
injury that is likely to consign him to the sidelines for an 
extended period, 

‘The former England international said, “(Middleby’s) 
gone off to hospital with a suspected broken collar- 
bone.” 

“1 hope that the authorities take steps because there’s 


lots of things we saw in the game that we thought we 
were hard done by.” 

Within two minutes the Victory had scored a dramatic 
second goal, easing the tension around the ground as 
Alessaridro was brought down by Bolton when stream- 
ing towards the Melbourne goal in an attempt to latch 


onto a lofted ball that deceived the defence, 

Reviving memories of Harald Schumacher’s battering 
of Frenchman Patrick Battiston, the Socceroo ‘keeper 
was left with little option but to crash into the Brazilian 
wizard. 

Captain Muscat stepped up to the plate and in a scene 
reminiscent of his 2001 goal against Uruguay, he coolly 
smashed the ball straight down the middle of the goal. 
Further compounding Sydney’s self-capitulation, cap- 
tain Mark Rudan was given his marching orders for a 
crude tackle Alessandro and subsequent lashing out in 
the 14th minute giving the home side what could only 
be described as a dream opening. 

But before Victory had time to bask in the glory of the 
situation, the self-professed glamour side of the compe- 
tition struck back, as Fyfe netted his second goal in as 
many games, heading home a comer from Ufuk Talay 
with much ferocity. 

With Melbourne seemingly resting on their laurels, 
Terry Butcher’s side dominated, stretching the Victory 
defence from side to side, while the midfield, marshalled 


by Muscat, lacked cohesion, struggling to string together -

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Last season Sunderland made an embar- 
rassing exit from the Premiership.

With no allowance for failure, Keane would be 
wise to follow the fortunes of a similar mid- 
field ‘hard man’ who he squared up to on many 
occasions and was possibly even more contro- 
versial in his time - Dennis Wise. Like Keane, 
Wise was renowned for his hard-man image. 
Sir Alex Ferguson once said of him; “he could 
start a fight in an empty house”. 

Wise was a founding member of the infamous 
Wimbledon “Crazy Gang”. The “Crazy Gang”= 
nickname emerged from the eccentric macho 
behaviour of the football players. Their play- 
ing style was hard and basic, yet very success- 
ful. Wise along with club mates such as Vin- 
nie Jones were in the habit of playing practical 
jokes on everyone and the joking behaviour 
bred an intensely close team spirit, which led 
to a famous FA Cup victory over Liverpool. 
His most successful period was with Chelsea 
where he made 445 appearances, scored 76 
goals and led them to many Cup victories as 
their midfield captain. 

Wise’s managerial career started with Mill- 
wall, a team notorious for their hard image and

the realms of possibility that Keane can turn

With sizeable portions of both squads on his pay- 
roll, he’ll no doubt be watching the match with 
interest, 

If Scotland is to have any chance of playing 
in Austria and Switzerland in 2008, they need 
to win games like this. Since Walter Smith took 
over in December 2004, Scotland has gradually 
improved. They finished their qualifying cam- 
paign strongly, with a draw against Italy, and big 
wins over Norway and Slovenia. However being 
unable to beat countries such as Belarus and Mol- 
dova, they fell short of qualification, 

Scotland are now ranked 40th in world FIFA 
rankings. It’s their highest_ranking since 2001, 
and only 18 months ago, they were 88th. 

Even if Scotland doesn’t qualify for Euro 2008, 
the future is at least looking brighter. As Harry 
Bingham wrote in this paper last month, over the 
past couple of years, more emphasis has’ been _ 
placed on youth development. Scotland were ~ 
recently runners-up in the under 19s European 
championships. And there are increasing numbers 

of promising young Scottish players filling up the 
Old Firm teams again. Over the past decade, the 
big clubs in Scothind have preferred to buy in- 
ternationals, rather then deyelop local talent, It 
was not uncommon for either Celtic or Rangers 

to field teams devoid of a single Scottish player. 
But now players such as Chris Burke, Kris Boyd, 
Derek Riordan, Shane Maloney and Craig Beat- 
tie; are all managing to push their way into the 
first team. 

But in the mean time, Scotland will take any’ 
victory they can, Even if it’s against a bunch of 
part-time footballers from a desolate wind-swept 
island.
